She hns In a 
marked degree that open hearted ness 
and friendliness of the southern peo¬ 
ple. She Bpenks with a decided south¬ 
ern accent — the nccent she carried 
away with her from the little village 
of Marlon, Ala., when she came up 
north to seek her fortune some ten 
years ago.

She Is a woman who Is not used to 
failure. She snatched tbe concession 
for tbe Johore railroad from under tbe 
very noses of some of the slinrpest 
financiers In all Europe and America. 
She captured tbe contrnet for tbe Lon¬ 
don tube from a dozen keen contract¬ 
ors. She traveled through the Andes, 
accompanied only by native guides, 
and made her mines a success where 
other people’s mines had failed. She 
built up n gigantic business out of 
nothing but a girl's courage, brnlns and 
Industry. A bagatelle like tbe betrayal 
of her plans for capturing tbe fiscal 
affairs of a country does not greatly 
trouble her. 

She told her story In the pretty lamp 
lighted parlor of her sister’s home In 
New York while her sister’s children 
tumbled about her knees, now and then 
receiving a tender caress. 

’’I bnve no children of my own," Rhe 
said In explanation, “and my sister 
lendB me hers. If there Is one subject 
In the world on which I am not abso¬ 
lutely rational It Is children. My sister 
has five, but I honestly think 1 should 
like to have fifty. 

"You see. I'm not really so remarka¬ 
ble as you people all seem to think I 
am,” she said, stroking the hair of the 
youngest toddler at her knee. “Every¬ 
thing I have done has Just come sim¬ 
ply and naturally In the regulur order 
of business. I don’t think I bnve dis¬ 
played nny mnrvelous powers beyond 
ordinary determination and Industry 
and perseverance. I’ve always known 
whut I wnnted and gone after It with 
the Intention of getting It, and In most 
cases I've succeeded. I do not believe 
I possess any occult powers; I’m Just 
an ordinary, normal, hardworking busi¬ 
ness woman, with a real love for the 
world and everything that Is In It. 

“I've never been able to Bee why a 
woman should not bate as good busi¬ 
ness opportunities us a man if she does 
the work required as well as u man 
In this Santo Domingo affair I could 
not see why I shouldn't have tbe con 
cession If I could manage the affairs 
of the Island as well as any one else. 
Of course, however, when I was a 
young girl these Ideas were not gen 
erully current In the south. When l 
wanted to go Into business for myself 
I hud to come up north to do It. 

“1 had plenty of friends here, but I 
did not waut to go to them. 1 was 
proud, and I winded to curve my own 
way. I made up my mind that there 
was no Bort of honest work that 
would not uccept In order to get my 
start. 

"It wusn't puj-ticulurly easy to get 
that sturt. You see, I really was not 
fitted for auytlilng. My mother hud 
made It a rule never to be strict with 
us about going to school, u.'ul l’iu 
afraid that I spent as much of my 
time out on the river with my fish line 
or I 11 the woods with my gun us In the 
school room with my books. Thercl'm-c 
even my education was not all that 
could be desired In strictly technical 
mutters. 

"However, one day 1 went Into tbe 
business office of a certain newspaper 
hero lu New York and asked for work. 
The business manager asked me what 
L Mould do. I told him I would do nuy- 


tli.'ug from sweeping out the office to 
writing editorials. Tie sent ire to see 
bis wife. and. ns rhe approve;! of mo, 
he set me to addressing envelope*. 
The visit to that business manager'* 
wife was the cornerstone to one of the 
great and beautiful friendships of my 
life. 

“She opened ber heart to me ■"A 

treated me as abe would have done ber 
own daughter. She talked to me about 
stenography and typewriting and se¬ 
cured for me the use of a machine. I 
bought a book on shorthand with tbe 
proceeds of my first week’s salary for 
envelope addressing and started in to 
learn my trade. For awhile I address¬ 
ed envelopes with all my heart and 
son], studying stenography and type¬ 
writing m my leisure time, and finally 
the Idea of a stenography office came to 
me. 

"The actual work of typewriting and 
shorthand was not attractive to me, 
but 1 did like the Idea of going out and 
bunting for business. I thought that 
If I could get a girl who liked the me- 
rhanlcal work of stenography I could 
drum up the work for her to do, and 
between us we could make more than 
either one of us could alone. 1 took a 
little room In an office building and 
paid for it In advance for one month. 

I was looking over my first little ac¬ 
count book only yesterday, and I found 
the entries for that first month's work. 
Our proceeds did not amount to much 
more than $50, but we were able to 
pay our rent for another month. The 
second month the business Increased, 
and after that It came with a rush. 
This was the beginning of| my big 
stenography office. 1 have sometimes 
employed ns many ns sixty or seventy 
girls there at a time. Even so, It was 
all 1 could do to keep up with my or¬ 
ders. 

“It hns been Intimated in this Santo 
Domingo matter that I’reskleut Roose¬ 
velt was not entirely friendly to me. 1 
do not believe that tills Is true, for Mr. 
Roosevelt has always been my good 
friend. It Is true that when be was 
police commissioner he opposed the 
proposal to give me the stenographic 
work of his department, but when It 
was given to me despite his opposi¬ 
tion he congratulated me. When he 
was governor of the state be appointed 
me to two positions. He also gave mo 
his rough filler story to get out, and 
I have now in my possession a letter 
from Scribner’s saying that the manu¬ 
script was tbe most perfect piece of 
work which bad ever come under their 
observation. 

During tbe time 1 conducted tbe of¬ 
fice L bandied the confidential corre¬ 
spondence of the eastern managers of 
the Republican campaign and the pro¬ 
ceedings of the Amerlcun commission 
to settle the Venezuelan boundary dis¬ 
pute. In the course of my business l 
was brought closely In touch with busi¬ 
ness uffalrs, and I soon learned‘enough 
to make It possible for to me to under¬ 
take tbe promotion of certain large In¬ 
terests In tbe south. It was about this 
time tlmt I went to Alabama, secured a 
charter for 11 railroad, built It and sold 
It to tbe Southern railroad ut a good 
profit. 

“Two years after I gave tbe stenogra¬ 
phy and typewriting business to the 
young woman who had been at the 
bead of the office for a long time and 
went to I/ondon, where 1 acted as dip¬ 
lomatic agent for a large banking firm 
and engineered n number of mutters 
for myself besides. It was there that 
I met tbe sultan of Johore and secured 
the concession for the Johore railroad. 

“I never accepted u regular diplo¬ 
matic position, although 1 wus once of¬ 
fered $75,000 n year und all my ex¬ 
penses to do so. I told the people wbo 
wanted me that If I was worth $75,000 
a year to them 1 was certainly worth 
more to myself—If not actually at that 
moment. In the course of time. I have 
never been In India at all. In fuct, my 
experiences pf foreign countries Is at 
present confined to Europe and South 
America. 

“It wus after my marriage to Mr. 
Reader, three years ago, that I went 
to Feru. Up to that time I hud never 
been attracted to Investment In mines, 
but Mr. Render was Interested In some 
South Amerlcnn properties, and, natur 
ally, after our marriage bis interests 
became mine. I went down to Peril 
and traveled all through the Andes 
alone, Inspecting ull sorts of business 
enterprises and gleaning a fund of use¬ 
ful Information about 8outh America 
and South American Investments. My 
busbund and I were Just getting ready 
to go to Peru again when this Santo 
Domingo matter came up, and now we 
shall have to stay In New York until 
It Is finished. That’8 the chronicle of 
my business life up to date." 

Mrs. Reader and her husband are 
now business partners in some very 
large enterprises. Athole B. Header 
was bom In New Zealand and lias bad 
a long diplomatic career. He lias been 
successively secretary to Sir Charles 
Ewan Smith, British minister to Mo 
rocco, nnd Sir West Ridgeway, gov¬ 
ernor of Ceylon.

THE CONFERENCE'S CLOSE. 


tmn To As Eld Tuesday ffltht After A f 
Week Of Pleasant Sessions—Thanks 
To Salisbury's Citizens. 

The seventy-seventh session of the Mary¬ 
land Annual Conference of the Methodist s 
Protestant Church, which had been going t 
on In Salisbury for the week previous, i 
came to a close shortly after 10 o'clock « 
Tuesday night with the reading of the ap- c 
pointments by President F. T. Little, D. I 
D. Dr. Little Bald this bad been one of the i 
most harmonious and pleasant sessions of c 
the Conference All the meetings and con- i 
siderutlons of the delegates bad been char- I 
acterised by love and unselfishness. He ■ 
expressed his personal thanks to the dti- 1 
sens of Salisbury for their entertainment i 
and said be would ever treasure in bis i 
heart tender memories of the people. < 

One of the saddest scenes of the Confer- < 
ence occurred Friday afternoon, when Rev. I 
S.A .H obi it sell tremblingly arose from bis < 
seat and In a quiet voice began to addiess 
the members . He began by telling of bis ; 
long service of 46 years in the Conference, I 
of his love for bis work and bis associates, 
of his earnest desirs to continue bis active ^ 
service to the balf-century mark, ami of j 
bis failing health. It was with great re¬ 
get. he Bajd, that he was compelled to ask 
■for a superannuate relation with the 
church. The story told in bis simple way 
melted the audience to tears. The affec- 1 
tion and sympathy of the Conference was 1 
tenderly voiced by a number of ministers. I 
Rev. O. L. Wolf was also placed on the j 
superannuate list. 

Fve young ministers were ordaiDed Sun¬ 
day morning with appropriate ceremonies 
In charge of Dr. Little Detective Proctor 
addressed a large meeting of men in the 
Court room on the afternoon of the same 
day. The invitation of West Baltimore 
Church was accepted and the seventy- 
eighth session cf the Cmference will con¬ 
vene at that place on the first Wenesday of I 
April. 1906. 

Union with the Primitive Methodist 
Cbnrcb, which has a membership of about 
7,000. was the chief subject of discussion 
Monday. Dr. Lewis offered a substitute 
for a “Yes' 1 or “No” expression on the 
overture, stating the sympathy of the Con¬ 
ference was with the union, but that the 
Conference was not pepnred to vote at this 
session and postponing actiou until more 
facts could tx obtained. 

Dorsey Blake read tbe report of the com¬ 
mittee on temperance, which commended 
the work done for temperance in Wicomico 
county and recommended that five mem¬ 
bers of the (kinfereoce tie appointed to 
serve on tbe State Executive Committee of 
tbe Anti-Saloon League and that five dele¬ 
gates be appointed to the Anti-Saloon Lea¬ 
gue convection to be held at Indianapolis. 

H. L. Elderdice and Di. Joshua W. Har¬ 
ing spoke in the interest of the Western 
Maryland College. One of its greatest 
needs is a good library, and tbe ministers 
were urged to do what they could to in¬ 
crease its s'ze. For some cause Dr. Lewis 
said the collections for the college endow¬ 
ment had to a certain extent fallen off,but 
this is not taken as an indication of less 
interest in the college. .Dr. Lewis said be 
had written Andrew Carnegie for a dona¬ 
tion,but as yet has received no answer. 

A gift of a sum of money raised by J. 
E. Maloy was made to Rev. 8. B. South¬ 
erland. Dr Hering making tbe presenta¬ 
tion remarks. Dr. Hering said that the 
gift was made because of the deep affectiou 
and esteem in which Mr. Southerland is 
held in tbe hearts of the ministers of the 
Conference. 

F. T. Benson announced the death Tues- 
dar of Dr. J. J. Murray,of Pittsburg, Pa., 
who was received fu the Conference iu 
1842 and who was next to the oldest mem¬ 
ber of this body of ministers. 

The committee on Fraternal Relations 
reported it was a pleasant duty to voice 
the grateful appreciation of the Conference 
tor tbe honptallty extended to them oy the 
church and residents of Salisbury. The 
preas and the transportation companies 
were specially thanked for their fairness 
and kindness.

The first fish caught 
are trout and butter-fish, of which two 
species more are taken in tbe pounds than 
all other kinds pnt together. Many others 
are caught during different months in the 
season, though in such comarattvely email 
quantities that they cut small figure in 
tbe aggregate business done. Tbe last of 
April mackerel are generally taken in 
large or Rmall quantities.as they happen to 
come in close enough. The middle or last 
of June blue fish make their appearance, 
though few are taken in the pounds, as 
they generally pass up the coast too far 
out at sea. These are among tbe most deli¬ 
cious fish caught off Ocean City and most 
of them that are taken by local fishermen 
are eagerly bought up for home consump¬ 
tion. Blue flBh are caught almost exclu¬ 
sively with n band line and usually Rome 
are caught by Ocean City fishermen, who 
go out after them in small boats. 

Sturgeon fishing up to last week. (.'apt. 
Ludlum said, had been a failure this year, 
probably due, however, to cold weather. 
Later on be anticipated that the catch 
would be larger. Sturgeon have been fair¬ 
ly plentiful along this section of the coast 
for several years and those engaged in their 
capture have t>eeu very successful. For 
this reason a large number have engaged 
in tbe business this year. In fact, it is 
said that the coast from Delaware bay to 
tbe Capes is lined with sturgeon nets. Un¬ 
less more fish are takeD. the loss will be 
very heavy. One fish, however, is often 
worth more than 8100. and It takes com¬ 
paratively few for a successful outcome

Reclaiming Missouri Marsh Leads. 

Two huge dredge boats and some 
fifty laborers are employed In Holt 
county, Mo., to drain about thirty 
square miles, or 20,000 acres, of marsh 
land which Is at present of no value 
except for hunting and fishing, being 
under water most of the year, says the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger. It Is ex¬ 
pected that when drained It will be the 
richest and most productive agricultur¬ 
al land In the state. Where the water 
Is shallow the growth of vegetation Is 
rank. The underlying soil 1 b a dense 
black, mucky loam. Tbe drainage work 
will be paid for by .the landowners 
along the line of the ditch, the courts 
having decided that the enterprise Is 
legal. They organized a company and 
Issued 980,000 in bonds at 6 per cent. 
The main ditch will be fifteen miles 
long, ten feet deep and forty feet wide, 
with leveeB five feet high on both sides, 
making the depth fifteen feet. There 
will be many smaller lateral ditches.

Weatern Clnb’a Novel Plan to Pro¬ 
vide Sport. 

Thousands of wild ducks arc being 
hatched In Incubators by the Rhine¬ 
lander (Wls.) Game Protective associa¬ 
tion, says the Milwaukee Wisconsin. 

The system, said to be without prece¬ 
dent among sportsmen, Is working with 
much satisfaction, and the sportsmen 
In the association are planning to se¬ 
cure an appropriation from the state of 
Wisconsin for a state wild duck hatch¬ 
ery to be conducted on lines similar to 
those now employed In hatching fish. 

Wisconsin Is noted for Its fish hatch¬ 
eries. It may soou become noted for 
wild duck hatcheries, and even these 
may be succeeded In their place at the 
head of the list by other kinds of hatch¬ 
eries. 

At present the Incubators are located 
on the hundreds of pleasure crafts— 
gasoline, electric and other kinds of 
launches In the numerous lakes of the 
vicinity of Rhinelander. This adds In¬ 
terest to the procedure. 

While the little boats rock gently or 
wildly In the water,' as the weather de¬ 
mands, there are hundreds upon hun¬ 
dreds of wild ducklings more or less 
ready on board In warm, comfortable 
Incubators waiting to break through 
the shells of the eggs laid by their per¬ 
haps now very distant parents. 

One early feature of the work 
plauued and carried out by the Rhine¬ 
lander association was to sow wild rice 
In the lakes In the vicinity of Rhine¬ 
lander. This attracted many canvas- 
back, redhead and mallard ducks. No 
shooting has been permitted by mem¬ 
bers of the association for several 
years. 

However, the Rhinelander sportsmen 
are not selfish. They are crating and 
shipping the little ducklings to all parts 
of the state, as they are asked for by 
less fortunnte nnd Ingenuous sports¬ 
men of other localities.

The 
first volley from Yasuhara’s men emp¬ 
tied over sixty saddles, and the re¬ 
mainder of the Cossacks, galloping 
back out of range, dismounted and ad¬ 
vanced on foot. It was evidently a 
hopeless combat. There had not been 
time for the Japanese to Intrench ef¬ 
fectively, and they soon saw that to re¬ 
main where they were would be certain 
death. One chance suggested Itself. 
At a short distance from the position 
first cboBen there stood a solidly built 
Chinese honse. Could the Infantrymen 
get possession of this edifice they

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The Jaclooi-Smlth Contested Election. < 

The taking of testimony by at- < 
torneya representing Mr. Thomas 
A. Smith, in rebuttal of evidence 
seemed by Hon. William H. 
Jackson’s representatives, in tbe 
contested Congressional election, 
which came to an end in Wicomico 
county last Thursday, has amount - 
ed to nothing at all. Mr. Smith's 
attorneys only secured additional 
evidence of irregularities and 
strengthened Mr. Jackson’s case. 
Tbe sensational revelations they 
promised to make of bribery and 
other horrible things, fell flat as a 
flounder and nothing whatever 
along this line was produced. 

In fact, tbe Democratic defense 
in this contest from tbe start has 
been nothing bat a great, big 
bluff. They know and most of 
them who are informed of tbe true 
situation privately admit, that Mr. 
Jackson is entitled to tbe seat. 
And they fully expect that Con¬ 
gress will take that view and re¬ 
verse Mr. Smith's apparent vic¬ 
tory. 

•It has been very difficult for 
most people to form an opinion of 
the real status of this case from 
the published statements of its 
progress and the evidence that has 
been secured. Very likely not a 
single unbiassed, correct report 
has been printed. The city pa¬ 
pers, either acting in collusion 
with the county papers (almost 
all of which are Democratic), or 
being deceived by their corre¬ 
spondents, who are Democrats, 
have printed accounts of and ex -1 
tracts from the examinations of, 
witnesses that were without ex¬ 
ception favorable to Mr. Smith.

The almost universal practice of practi¬ 
cally every sort of a boat, (except steamers) 
that plies the Wicomico river and Salis¬ 
bury harbor,of violating the law and regu¬ 
lations imposed in reference to carrying 
lights at night,Is very dangeroos,especially 
to gasolene yachts and smaller gasolene 
boats, a large number of which are owned 
in Salisbury,and numerous narrow escapes 
from serious accidents were experienced 
last summer. Tbe law is very explicit in 
regard to the proper display of lights after 
dark by all classes of boats and is very 
severe In cases of violation.

Of the early varieties, od the 
other hand, which were In full bloom, two- 
thirds of the blossoms were killed. Tbis 
may prove a blessing in disguise, bow 
ever, for, while it will shorten the crop 
to a certain extent, the berries that are 
grown will be larger and better and higher 
prices will probably be realized from them 
on tbis account, aside from the effect on 
tbe market of tbe smaller quantity that 
will be shipped. 

Ice fotmed in Wicomico to the thickness 
of window glass on three nights, Sunday, 
Monday and Tuesday.

was little or no frost. The loss further 
South, especially in Virginia aud North 
aud South Carolina, where tbe crops were 
further advanced than here, was much 
heavier and in some instance* will lie to¬ 
tal. 

In Delaware about tbe same damage was 
done to strawberries as in Wicomico.though 
slightly less as they were uot as fully in 
bloom, but tbe loss on tbe early varieties 
in many localities was reported as being 
one-balf to two-thirds. 

Peaches both here and in Delaware suf- 
ered severely. The extreme weather last 
winter hurt the tree aud consequently the 
blossoms, and this cold Bnap has killed a 
large proportion of tbe blooms that were 
left. The estimate put upon tbe probable 
crop by experts near Salisbury, is that it 
will be largely a failure, though there may¬ 
be small quantities in some orchards and a 
few may bave half a crop. In Sussex 
couuty, Delaware, it is reported that both 
tbe peach and pear crops are cut short at 
least one-half. Plums are also badly buit. 
la Kent county. Delaware, the orchards 
did uot suffer so severely, as the trees 
had not put out to such an extent as they 
bad further down tbe peninsula. In Wi¬ 
comico,pears and plums are injured, as are 
cherries, but neither to tbe extent that 
poaches have suffered. 

Truck in Delaware is reported injured, 
also in Viraiuia and the Carolines, where 
the frost was heavier. In Wicomico, no 
dimage to speak of was done to growing 
crops. In summing up tbe above reports, 
a prominent truck aud small fruit grower 
stated to The Courier ou Thursday that 
the outlook was favorable and if no fur- 
tner frosts oecurod he was vary optimistic 
ns to tbe tmsiness this veer. “Peaches," 
he said, "were badly hurt in tbis locality 
anyway, and outside of this crop we are 
ail right at this lime. If no additional 
frosts come. I look for n good year.”

JAPANESE AS STUDENTS 


Inalancea of Their Keenneaa to Ac¬ 
quire Knowledge. 

That the Japanese student la lndus- 
trlous even to the point of overwork la 
asserted by M. Revon, a Frenchman 
who was for seven years a professor in 
the University of Tokyo. Says this au¬ 
thority, according to the British Med¬ 
ical Journal: 

“So keen Is he about his work that he 
will read by the light of a cage full of 
glowworms If he can get no better 
source of Illumination. He hangs on his 
master's lips, taking notes with fever¬ 
ish eagerness and asking Innumerable 
questions after the lecture. So far from 
having to be urged to work he rather 
needs, ns Johnson might have said, to 
be ‘sufflamlnnted.’ One of M. Revon's 
pupils went mad, and several died as 
the result of excessive study. Abun- 
dnnt provision Is made by the universi¬ 
ty authorities for gymnsstlcs and other 
physical exercises; nevertheless over¬ 
work is making Japanese students a 
race of bespectacled, prematurely aged 
men, foredoomed to consumption. Over¬ 
pressure begins early and lasts through¬ 
out the whole period of studentship. 
Before entering the university a young 
man has to go through the secondary 
and afterward the higher schools, 
where In the space of three or four 
years he learns three or four European 
languages besides the general princi¬ 
ples of the science to which he may 
wish later to devote himself. 

"Owing to the length of the curricu¬ 
lum Japanese nre for the most part 
older thun European students—many 
of them, Indeed, are married and fa¬ 
thers of families. Academic discipline 
Is easily maintained, ns the students 
have the greatest veneration for their 
teachers, who on their part are always 
courteous and accessible. Exchanges 
of hospitality between masters and 
pupils are frequent, und social Inter¬ 
course Is couBtant and intimate. The 
Japanese student ban from childhood 
been familiar with the nnclent max¬ 
im, ‘Thy father und mother nre as the 
sky and earth, thy lord as the moon, 
thy teacher as the sun.' These senti¬ 
ments have been crystallized Into a 
proverb of three words—‘Oudjl yorl 
sodntch!,' which menus, ‘Education Is 
more than blrtli.’ ’’

Grent Britain, It Is said, can, without 
fear of contradiction, claim the honor 
of buvlug originated the postmark. 
The first one, which was used In Lon¬ 
don as long ugo as I860, was a very 
Simple affair, consisting of a small cir¬ 
cle divided Into two parts. In the top 
portion were two letters Indicating the 
month, while In the lower half the day 
of the month was shown. No endeavor 
was made to denote the year, and It is 
only by the dates of the letters on 
which the mark Is Impressed Unit It Is 
possible to fix the dute of Its use. The 
earliest known was on a letter written 
In 1080.—London Telegraph.

At a 
moderate estimate these three Items of 
primary expense—namely, food, cloth¬ 
ing’ and guards—cannot be much less 
than 50 sen (a coin worth about four- 
fifths of a cent) a day, and at that rate 
the total which Japan will have to pro¬ 
vide for one year's maintenance of her 
prisoners of war Is upward of 5,000,000 
yen (a coin worth about 73 cents), and 
there Is the disagreeable fact confront¬ 
ing the Japanese government that It is 
probably Impossible for It to use ths 
labor of those prisoners in any advan¬ 
tageous way. 

No wonder, then, that the people of 
Japan are grumbling at this heavy ex¬ 
pense that Is added to their already 
onerous burden. The legitimate ex¬ 
penses of the war they bear cheerfully 
as a matter of principle, although these 
have already renched a sum quite twice 
as great as that which was announced 
by the government at the commence¬ 
ment of hostilities, but there Is notice¬ 
able In the vernacular press a disposi¬ 
tion to ask If the authorities are not 
needlessly coddling the prisoners, doing 
too much for them In a sentimental 
way, and If the men cannot be com¬ 
pelled to do something that shall at 
least contribute toward their keep. If 
not pay the whole expense thereof. 
Yet thero Is no open revolt at the ex¬ 
pressed Intention of their government 
to do what It can to make the Russian 
prisoners at least comfortable. 

Russians Justly have the reputation' 
of being hearty eaters, and they are 
not accustomed to the simple diet which 
Is satisfying to the Japanese, so that 
even if the prisoners are kept upon a 
diet that to them might seem almost 
abstemious the cost of It would quick¬ 
ly run away with three times the sum 
that Is sufficient to feed a Japanese 
prisoner. In the Japanese Jails It can 
hardly be necessary to spend more than 
10 sen a day for the food of a native 
prisoner, who gets no meat, but little 
fish and absolutely nothing In the way 
of what a native of that land would 
With the Russian prts-

This leaves only 20 sen for clothing, 
medical attendance and expense of 
guards, a sum scarcely sufficient, and It 
Is quite likely that the estimate of 50 
sen a day will be almost doubled when 
the bills nre actually settled. Besides 
this burden of expense thero Is staring 
Japan In the face the grave danger to 
her people of nn outbreak of disease 
among the Russian prisoners. In spite 
of every reasonable effort on the pnrt 
of the Japanese guards It Is well nigh 
Impossible to make the Russian prison¬ 
ers take necessary sanitary precau¬ 
tions. 

If an epidemic of dysentery or small¬ 
pox or something even worse should 
break out nt any one of the prison 
camps It will huvo sad effects upon the 
Japanese people lu the neighborhood 
and may spread all over the country, 
and with' the approach of warm weath¬ 
er that danger will become a positive 
menuce. It would be Interesting to 
know Just bow the Japanese prisoners 
In Russian hands are faring. Exact 
knowledge Is not available, nnd, be¬ 
sides, the number cannot be compar¬ 
able with that of the Russian prisoners 
In Japan, for no such disaster as the 
surrender of Port Arthur has befallen 
tho Japanese. It Is certain, however, 
that a considerable number of Japa¬ 
nese have been taken by the Russians, 
but where are they and how lmve they 
been treated?
